Forestry Commission Plans| 


to Instil Idea \ 


Useful, Ornamental Kinds 
to Replace Locust 


Will Form Clubs to Carry 


{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
OKLAHOMA CITY, Dec. 19.~— 
The growing of trees and the pres- 
ervation of forests is to be “sold” 
to the people of this State by the 
Oklahoma Forestry Commission 
The selling process is to be start- 
ed early next year, when a forester 
is to be installed and a campaign 
of education inaugurated through 
men’s and women’s clubs, the ex- 
tension division of the Agricul- 
tural and Mechanical College and 
the State Board of Agriculture. _ 
“We are going to plant useful, 
decorative and acclimated trees if 


we have to haul the dirt to make 
thent grow,” said Dr. Bradford 
Knapp, president of the Agricul- 
tural and Mechanical College and 
a member of the commission. “At 
Stillwater we are going to set an 


example of the good work if every 
member of the faculty has to get 
out and dig dirt.” 

The program was decided upon 
at a’ recent meeting of the com- 
mission that was conducted in the 
office of John Whitehurst, prest- 
dent of the Board of Agriculture, 
who is chairman of the commis- 
sion. It was attended by Dr. 
Knapp, John F. Easley of Ard- 
more and Mrs. Lillian Huff of 
Nowata, the other members. 

Especia] consideration is to be 
given to the wind-swept and sun- 
baked prairies of Western Okla- 
homa, on which live farmers, said 
Mr. Whitehurst, who haven't a tree 
within five miler of their homes. 
The commission will make war 
against the locust tree and appeal 
for the protection of the cotton- 
wood. Farmers, who settled here 
twenty-five to thirty-five years 
ago. said the chairman, thought 
possibly the locust was the only 
tree that would grow and they 
lined their yards and field bound- 
aries with them. Perhaps they 
wero half-right then, he said, but 
these prairies, that now are tilled, 
have been transformed since that 
time and ft is known that ome 
useful trees will thrive. 

At the outset 
will urge that cottonwood groves 
be protected and enlarged. Ait the 
same time the forester will study 
soils, clémate and rainfall and de- 
termine what useful trees may 
planted. The program probably. 
will eall for the organization ot 
forestry clubs of ten members, to 
whom tree sprouts will be sent and 
who will be required to plant « 
fourth of them and attend to the 
proper distribution , of  three- 
fourths. Transplanting will 
urged as better than seeding in the 
prairie country. The program con- 
templates the planting of trees in 
and about the schools.

| German Scientist on Trip 
_ Here Tells of Discovery 
Meade in Bavaria 
Another discovery that may 
throw light on prehistoric man 
Was made recently at Weimar in 


Germany, where a skull of the Ne- 


anderthal type bas been found, it 
was stated yesterday by r. Jo- 
hannes Weigelt of Halle, head of 
the department of geology and pal- 
the Halle-Witten- 


berg University. 
Dr. Weigelt, now at the Alexan- 
dria, is making a tour of this coun- 
‘try studying geological formations 
| here and conferring with American 
scientists. 

“I am juet in receipt of a iliet- 
| ter from one of my associates at 
the university telling of this new 
discovery,” sald Dr. Weigelt. “The 
principal epecitmen foblnd is a skull, 
imbedded in trava@rtine rock. The 
relic has not as yet been thorough- 
ly etudied but I am informed that 
it shows some of the characteristics 
of the Neanderthal sakulls, -but 
thet it may prove to be a type 
‘gomewhat advanced over the prim- 
itive Neanderthaler. 
! “Tt has been known for some 
time that the travertine rocks nea? 
Weimar carry fossils, particularly 
in the vicinity of a warm spring 
| Where the prehistoric hunters ap- 
parently were in the habit of gath- 
ering In numbers, probably to en- 
joy the warmth furnished by the 
water in a chilly land. Many frag- 
ments of bones have been found, 
and also rude flints. The rocks in 
places show traces of ancient fire- 
places. ‘This is the firat time that 
a complete skull has been report- 

The materia! in which the re- 

mains have been found belongs to 
the Pleistocene or Glacial Age.”’

MORE THAN EQUAL RIGHTS 


Equal rights for women? Not in 
the new County Jail, where wom- 


en can never hope to equalize the 


high cost of jail upkeep. | 

For of its 709 double cells only 
seventy-seven have been set aside 
for women. Only three-fourths of 
the thirteenth floor is needed to, 
eure for the female of the crimi- 
nal species, while the entire tenth. 
eleventh, twelfth and-.a part of 
the thirteenth and fourteenth are 
necessary to house the men pris- 
oners. 

Sex. discrimination this, of the 
most flattering sort, which plain- 
ly shows man’s dominion in the 
field of crime. Even the hospitals 
are planned for more men patients, 
while sickness was once a woman's 
prerogative. 
Only in one instance is the sex 
provision of quarters equal. Of the 
six ‘portable, padded celle an equal 
number are for women. 

Statistics at the old County Jail 
seem to Wear out the fact that 
women have very. little chance to 
excel in crime competition among 
the sexes. Yesterday, for example, 
the booking. showed . 685 men 
prisoners and thirty-three women, 
the frequently numbering.860, 
while the women’s high mark eel- 
dom exceeds forty. 


MEN MUST COOK 


However, the women ‘seem to 
be rewarded for being in the mi- 
nority, for the men are to con- 
tinue doing the kitchen work and 
the cooking. as they have in the 
past. A tribute, I contend, to their 
superior numbers and strength, 
and not to their superior ability. 
For it is heavy work. paring 
meals for our steady jall popula- 
tion. Imagine peeling potatoes for 
800. And this has actually been 
done by hand in the old. jail 
kitchen, the “call to spuds’ mean- 
ing that workers would sit on 
benches around a mountain of po- 
tatoes, the peelings accumulating 


in another mountain in the mid- 
die of the floor. 


This’ insariitary 
tiresome procedure will be elimi- 
nated by the potato-peeling ma- 
chine in the new kitchen, which 
is «a real workship on the four- 
teenth. floor, well lighted .and ven- 
tilated and equipped’ with every 
labor-saving. device. It thus is easy 
and ecoriomicu!] to do all the culi- 
and serving work from the 
one kitchen, sending the: women’s 
meals down by dumb waiter to 
their own private dining-room on 
the thirteenth floor. 

And when the women prisoners 
have dined they will rejoicingly 
send the dishes Vack up’ ‘to ‘be 
washed by the men.

WOMEN FORM MINORITY AT 
COUNTY JAIL BUT THEY GET — 
MORE THAN EQUAL RIGHTS 


Equal rights for women? Not in 
the new County Jal], where wom- 
en can never hope to equalize the 
high cost of jail upkeep. 

For of its 709 double cells only 
seventy-seven have been set aside 
for women. Only. three-fourths of 
the thirteenth floor is needed to, 
cure for the female of the crimi- 
nal especies, while the entire tenth. 
eleventh, twelfth and.a part of 
the thirteenth and fourteenth are 
necessary to house the men pris- 
oners. 

Sex discrimination this, of the 
most flattering sort, which plain- 
ly shows man’s dominion in the 
field of crime. Even the hospitals 
are planned for more men patients, 
while sickness was once a woman's 
prerogative. 

Only in one instance is the sex 
provision of quarters equal. Of the 
six portable, padded cells an equal 
number are for women. 

Statistics at the old County Jail 
seem to Wear out the fact that 
women have very little chance to 
excel in crime competition among 
the sexes. Yesterday, for example, 
the booking showed 695 men 
prisoners and thirty-three women, 
the men frequently numbering. 866, 
while the women's high mark eel- 
dom exceeds forty. 

MEN MUST COOK 

However, the women ‘seem to 
be rewarded for being in the mi- 
nority, for the men are to con- 
tinue doing the kitchen work and 
the cooking. as they have in the 
past.

Enameled plates and dishes now 
will be used, and best of all there 


will be table room on which to eat, 
convenience ‘that has not been 
possible for a long time in either 
the men's or women’s quarters of 
the olf jail, where only the lucky 
ones were able to sit down at 
meal time. 

Just as pronounced will be the 
contrast in the new sleeping ar- 
rangements, women having a little 
advantage, because in the seventy- 
seven double cells, 154 bed cots 
have. been provided, while their 
present average need is for less 
than forty. This will enable each 
woman to have a private cell, even 
should they double in number. 

Almost identical in equipment 
with those of the men are the 
women’s cells. with the exception 
of springs for the beds and lock- 
ers instead of shelves.

last Sunday, on his return from an extend- 
ed tour of Japan, in which he expressed 
opinions founded on his own observation 
and reflection which expréss cogently and 
clearly the trend of public thought in Japan.

“My observations while over there were 
that they are not warlike; decidedly not. 
In their symbolism, which most surely re 
fiects the thoughts of the péople, they are 
peaceful. Compare the national symbols 
fof Great Britain, the United States and 
Japan. They are, respectively, the lion, the 
eagie and the sun. Draw your own con- 
clusions. 

“Japan has no inclination whatever to 
fight the United States, and the Japanese 
are much hurt by such talk. 
interested in internal improvement, and 
raising the ideals of the common man to 
gather inspiration from nature. They are 
‘far from destructive in temper.”

AILROAD VALUATION 


Nobody probably will become very 


much excited over the news from Wash- 
ington that the job of ascertaining how 
much the railroads of this country are worth 
will be finished soon. It has taken twelve 
years to do this work, and has been one of 
the greatest tasks the Federal government 
ever has undertaken. It seems incredible 
that it should have cost over $115,000,000, 
but that is the figure reported by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission as the amount 
of expense involved in arriving at the val- 
uation of the rail properties. But the tax- 
payers will have to shoulder about $30,- 
000,000 of this burden, the rest being bofne 
by the railroads. 

The act providing for the valuation of the 
railroads was passed by Congress in 1913, 
after there had been agitation for such 
legislation for several years. The work 
has been done under the auspices of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, which 
at times has employed as many as 1500 
persons for this purpose, many of these 
being high-salaried experts. : 

The primary purpose of the legislation 
authorizing this enormous task was to de- 
termine the physical value of the proper- 
ties to the end that reasonable rates could 
be fixed—trates that would yield a fair re- 
turn on the many huge investments. The

A TALE OF ) 
TWO COUNTRIES 


The recent statement of Sir 
William Arbuthnot Lane, that 
“America under prohibition is. less 
temperate than England,” is di- 
rectly contradicted by a series of 
articles on this subject by Ernest 


M. Mandeville, which are. appear-: 


ing in the Outlook. 

Mr. Mandeville made a cafeful 
survey of prohibition conditions in 
America last spring. His findings 
foreshadowed the report cf the 
Federal Council of Churches. Mr. 
Mandeville then went to England 
to study Britain’s liquor problem. 
In the resulting articles. now being 
published in the Outlook Mr. Man- 
deville says: “ 

“No matter how much one is 
disillusioned abcut the dryness of 
our oOWPr cou » he cannot but 
be terrifically depressed by the 
appalling sights of filth and degen- 
eracy of the London public 
houses.” “After a close study of 
the beotlegging evils in the Unit- 
ed States and then a tour of ob- 
servation through Great Britain I 
feel strongly, that I would rather 


see America — prohibition 
than America den 


as is England.” 
convinced of the superiority of our 
prehibition (with all its faults) to 
the political and social domination 
of the liquor trade in Great Brit- 
ain and its consequent evils.” 

Mr. Mandeville finds that in En- 
gland, where liquor is legally avail- 
able, that the same _ tendency 
among the youth to drink “because 
it’s smart” prevails. Also that in 
England, as on the continent. less 
wine and beer are being consumed 
and more whisky and hard liqucrs. 
So, he reasons, tendencies, of a 
similar nature in this country 
should not be blamed upon the 
enactment of the Volstead law. 

“In England,” Mr. Mandeville 

continues, “a firmly intrenched liq- 
uor trade, supprrted by both tem- 
poral and spiritual peers, is sad- 
diing the populace ... witha 
national drink bill of approximate- 
ly $1,770,000,000. . . . The-con- 
victions for drunkenness of wom- 
en have doubled since the war. 
- » It is estimated that the av- 
e family expenditure on drink 
is $176 a year.” 
. “Forewarned by the obliteraticn 
of the legalized liquor business in 
America, the trade in England has 
become alarmed for its safety and 
it has taken steps to match a pro- 
liquor organization for every 
hibition society in operaticn.” But 
in answer to the question, “What 
chance is there that prohibition 
will come to Great Britain?’. Mr. 
Mandeville gives the consensus of 
opinion as, “There isn’t any chance 
of its coming yet a while.” He 
tells of the jealcusy existing be- 
tween the temperance societies and 
their ineffectiveness against the 
very powerful liquor interests. 

“Hundreds of tourists,” he says, 
“seem to vie with each other in ex- 
cessive drinking while in countries 
where liquor can be legally ob- 
tained. The natives can’t,help but 
muse to themselves: ‘Lock at these 
foreigners from a dry ccuntry. 
What a farce!’”’

Lite of Vacuum 
Tube Prolonged 
by Rejuvenation 


Since the recent report on ra- 
dio tube rejuvenation issued by 
the U. 8. Bureau of Standards, 


by radio owners about this pro- 
cess. 

One of the questions most fre- 
quently asked is what effect re- 
juvenation has upon the life of a 
radio tube. This question has been 
pretty conclusively answered by a 
reliable manufacturer of tube re- 
uvenators, the Jefferson FElectric 

anufacturing Company, Chicago, 
manufacturers of the Jefferson 
Home Tube Rejuvenator, through 
a test recently conducted. 

company, in its laboratory, 
took a new radio tube, paralyzed 
the tube by subjecting it to ex- 
cessive electric current, rejuvenat- 
ed it, then paralyzed and’ rejuven- 
ated it again. The process was re- 
peated over and over again until 
the tube had been paralyzed and 
rejuvenated seventy-five times. 

The efficiency of the tu before 
being paralyzed was tested and re- 
corded: After the seventy-fifth re- 
juvenation, the tube was again 
tested and was found to have lost 
only 2 per cent of its origina! + fi- 
clency. 

This substantiates in a conclu- 
sive way the claim for longer tube 
life through rejuvenation.

FIX HEADPHONES BY 


If the top of your telephone 
headset cord comes unsoldered you 
can easily fix it. Unravel the out- 
er braided covering until there is 
a a quarter ofan inch of 
the tinsel exposed.

Engineer Joins 
Managing Board 
of Corporation 


Edgar Rickard of New York; 
one of the country’s leading engi- 
ueers, was elected a director of the 
Hazeltine Corporation yesterday. 
During the years of the war he was 
associated with Secretary of Com 
merce Herbert Hoover, in . the 
American Relief Administration. 
In 1921 he was appointed purchase. 
ing commissioner by esident 
Harding with authority te spend 
the $20,006,000 appropriated to re- 
lieve famine in Russia. He later 
became director general of ali re- 
lief work in that country. 

In 1914 he organized and ad- 
ministered the relief work in Bel- 
gium during the years of the Ger- 
man occupation, and was made an 
officer of the Order of the Crown 
of Beigium by King Albert in rec- 
ognition of his work. 

Mr. Rickard was assistant to 
Secretary Hoover in the United 
States Food Adrrinistration during 
1917 and 1918 and then went to 
supervise relief work in Poland. 

Like Secretary Hoover, Mr. Rick- 
ard completed his education in 
California, finishing the t-grad- 
uate course In mining and engineer- 


‘Ing at the University of California 


in 1898. He then had extensive 
experience in Mexico, Australia 
and this country. 

He is a Chevalier of the Legion 
of Honor, a member of the Polish 
Order Polonta Resritution and was 
awarded the gold medal of honor 
ge University of Vienna in 
1

whose directorate he now joins. is 
ragio corporation which owns 
the neutrodyne pateris covering 
the inventions of Prof. L. A. Hazel- 
tine. It also controls the radio 
inventions of Prof: Marius C. A.

Distant Stations 
Now Guaranteed 
by Local Dealer 


Long distance in the past has 
been a subject which most deal- 
ers have studiously avoided when 
selling a radio set. If ¢alled upon 


by a customer to tell what dis- 
tance results a radio set willl pro- 
duce, they have had to explain that 
distance is a very elusive thing, and 
that a set will pick. up a station 
thousands of miles away once, arid 
never get that same station again. 

There -are many fattors which 
effect long-distance reception; the 
most important of these, in. Los 
Angeles, is the number of stations 
that are operating locally. These 
stations make it very difficult for 
a radio set to tune past their pow- 
erful wave and pick up a faint sig- 
nal miles away. These local sta- 
tions are assigned wave lengths 
which scatter them ail over the 
dial. If it were not for. this local 
interference one would be able 
with the cheapest type of éet, to 
pick up stations as far east as 
Chicago. 

The Electric. Lighting Supply 
Company, at 216: West Third street, 
Los Angeles, have deviated from 
the regular dealers’ policy of not 
guaranteeing any radio set for 
long distance.

“On the whole 90 per cent of 
the sets we sell shew a log of 
Omaha, Des Moines, Portiand, Se- 
attle, Salt Lake, Denver and Haat- 
ings.

Murderer Leaves a 
Clew That :Will 
Convict Him

Late Fire Control Officer, United States Army, Smell Arms Ballistic Station 

A small automatic pistol lay in a pool of blood near 
the body. Presently one of the policemen stepped across 
the room, picked up the pistol and put it into his pocket. 
His simple action destroyed the one link which might have 
fastened the crime on the man later accused of it and con- 
cerning whose guilt a great many people are still in doubt. 
| The link lay merely in the position of the safety of 
this automatic. When the police officer later took it from 
his pocket to turn over to the property clerk, the safety 
Was on, but he was unable to swear in court whether he 
had put it on, a natural thing to do for his own protection, 
or whether it had been on when he picked up the gun. 


‘The man accused of the 
shooting of the woman, 
and who admitted being in 
the apartment at the time, 
testified that she had com- 
mitted suicide in spite of his 
attempts to prevent her ac- 
‘tion. She had shot 
through the head, and death

In the past few years real 
instead of painted hair is 
used on dolls for older chil- 
dren.

| Walk, Talk and Sleep | 


Although the first sleep- 
ing dolls were not made in 


the United States, the toy 


makers of this country have 
greatly improved the doll’s 
eye mechanism. In dolls of 
foreign manufacture the 
eyes are cast in plaster of 
Paris on a rod, which is 
immovable when the plaster 
has set. In many cases the 
eyes do not exactly fit the 
holes in the head and as a 
result the doll is cock-eyed. 
In the United States a spe- 
cial eye mechanism has been 
perfected which permits the 
adjustment of the eyes by 
means of set screws. Each 
eye is brought and fixed into 
proper focus before the eye 


mechanism is glued into 
place. That is the reason 
why no dolls are 


cross-eyed. 

The voice mechanism that 
is in most American 
dolls was developed in this 
country. There are three 
types of voices, the crying. 
voice, the mama voice and 
the talking voice, all of 
which are popular. 

Many American dolls are 
of the walking type. This 
feat is accomplished by sew- 
ing the legs on the trunk of 
the body toward the front 
in such a way that the doll 
puts one foot forward after 
the other in a most natural 
way.

Every President since the 
republic was founded has been 
the recipient of numerous gifts. 
Since the time when the King of 
Spain sent to Georre Washington 
& royal pedigreed jackass, a gen- 
erous public has showered the man 
in the Executive Mansion with all 
sorts of gifts. 

Some of the presents are sent 
with an eye to the advertising that 
might result. In the Cleveland ad- 
ministration, for instance, a piano 
was accepted, but when it was de- 
livered at the head of the parade, 
which included a brass band, Mr. 
Creveland had it returned to the 
donor. Only recently President 
Coolidge declined to accépt an ap- 
ple pie from Vermont on the 
ground that his acceptance might 
be construed as in indorsement of 
“apple week,” which was then be- 
ing observed in the State. Occa- 
sionaliy, though, someone takes a 
gift 'o the White House and poses 
for the newspaper photographers 
to whom anything that happens at 
the Executive Mansion is of news 
interest. 

Probably more than half the 
gifts are books. They range in 
subject from fiction through the 
arts and aciences to the annual re- 
ports of numerous societies and ore 
Sanizations. Some are sent with 
the compliments of publishers. 
others come from authors anxious 
for a word of commendation from 
the President, and many are sent 
by persons, who, having read the 
books an¢ found them interesting. 
wish to share their pleasure with 
the occupant of the White House.

from their authors, but most of 
them from wemen. Photographs 


and drawings of the President 
and pictures of babies that have 
been named for him constitute an- 
other large part of the gift show- 
er. Certificates of honorary mem- 
bership in various associations and 
sacieties, too, are numerous. 

A perusal of the list of White 
House gifts would indicate that 
the President need never worry 
about the high cost of living even 
though his $75,000 a year income 
and his additional expense check 
were held up. Fruits, groceries 
and household supplies arrive in 
wholesale lots; clothing enough for 
a Beau Brummel comes in the 
cousee of twelve months; and even 
automobile accessories and tollet 
supplies are received in the stream 
of presents. There seems to be 
enough miscellaneous goods sent 
into the White House in the ‘course 
of a year to stock Col. John C. 
Coolidge's general atore. 

If there is any truth in the say- 
ing that an apple a day keeps the 
doctor away, theré need never be 
any need for a physician at the 
White House, for apples arrive 
there every week. They are shipped 
in barrels, boxes and baskets from 
every apple-growing section of the 
country. Oranges, grapefruit, pears 
and other fruits are also favorite 
gifts. 

Housewives who pride themselves 
on their jams and jellies, their 
beaten biscuit or their cakes, send 
some to the President. Farmers 
select from their truck gardens 
choice celery, onions, potatoes, corn 
In lots of a dozen ears and up, ar- 
tichokes, cucumbers and other 
things or elese send some of their 
fattest turkeys, ducks or chick- 
ens. Someone in Loutsiana sent 


in a dozen eggs, and someone else 
presented a bowl of butter, 


Every Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas ngs several turkeys together 
with cranberries and all the “trim- 
mings.” 

News items about the President 
apparently suggest many of the 
gifts. Just after Mr. Coolidge ad- 
vised a group of school boys to 
wear suspenders rather than belts, 
for instance, he found about six 
dozen pairs of supporters in his 
mail. A pair of overalls and a 
rake probably were sent by per- 
sons who had read about his day's 
work on the farm when he was on 
his vacation in New England. and 
his tinkering around his father's 
farmhouse probably account for 
the saw and screwdriver that the 
postman delivered at the White 
House some months ago. 


Newspaper men at the White 
House are unable, however, to ac- 
Hoornt for the presentation of a 
ukulele nor for a package of 
harmonicas. 


The newspaper stories about the 
famous White House breakfast 
menu of hot cakes and maple 
syrup found a ready response in 
the army of gift-bestowers. Any 
number of cans, jugs, casks and 
giasses of syrup have been re- 
ceived, while a few persons have 
even sent buckwheat flour. and 
sausage. 

Mr. Coolidge has received several! 
suits or material for suits. Sox 
come to him in dozen lots, as have 
several gifts of shirts. He has 


fedoras, and even a wide-brimmed 
sombrero. Ties, handkerchiefs, 
underwear, garters, belts, shoes, 
boots, gloves, cufflinks and collar 
buttons have been donated to the 
White House wardrobe. On one 
day Mr. Coolidge received eight 


| 


aoa of gloves and on the follow- 
day six pairs. more. He has 


received silk hats, straw hats and 


gift canes of all kinds, plain and 
fancy. 

For his desk he has received 
several complete desk sets, foun- 
tain pens, innumerable calendars, 
three or four paper-weights and 
paper-knives, book ends, ash trays 
and a ruler. Pocketbooks, bill- 
folds, spectacles and pocket combs 
have been given him for his per- 
and someone sent two 
White House 


sonal use, 
spotlights for the 
cars. 

Seemingly there is no end to the 
gifts bestowed upon a President. 
Mr. Coolidge has received since he 
has been in the White House a 
package of needles, a bath brush, 
an automobile flag. an antique 


‘trunk, a. box of bay rum, several 


caves of ginger ale and pop, a 
can of nuts, a case of salt, six 
cakes of soap, a photograph of the 
eclipse of the sun, several em- 
broidered cushion covers, a smal)l 
bust of himself made of soap, a 
dozen Easter eggs, several Bibles, 
a smal] pot of growing shamrock, 
cross-word-puzzlie charms and a 
cut-out puzzle, a giant mushroom, 
“a rug, a razor strop, a_i turnip 
shaped like an elephant, a sweater, 
some toy soldiers and flying ma- 
chinés, a supply of Mniment and 
salve, a gross of toy balloons, a 
baseball pass, two bottles of sham- 
peo, a can of oxygen, two swim- 
tning belts, a collection of stamps, 
a rattlesnake skin, an onyx vase, 
au rabbit's foot, a gourd, a chain 
made of watermelon seed, and 
some shaving cream. 

The ordinary man’s gifts of c¢i- 
gars are limited to the Yuletide 
or to the period of his recupera- 
tion from the loss of his appendix 
or tonsils. But Mr. Coolidge re- 
ceives cigars every once in a 
while. They arrive at the White 
House several boxes at a time. One 


man sent twenty boxes in one 
pack . If the President smoked 
them hll himself he would out- 
smoke Grant and “Uncie Joe” 
Cannon together. Several times 
cigarettes, pipes and tobacco have 
been sent for the White House 
humidor. 


They even send animals to the 
White House, and if these gifts 
were all kept there the place weuld 
soon take on the appearance of 
x zoo. Mr. Coolidge has received 
two kittens, a canary bird, two 
dogs, a peacock, a grizzly bear, a 
kangaroo, an eagle and a croco- 
dile. With tl.e exception of the 
cats and dogs, these animals have 
been sent to the zoological garden. 
One of the cats ran away so much 
that the President gave him to a 
secret service man. The other cat 
and the two dogs are still pets at 
th Executive Mansion.

This raising of the ar- 
tistic standards of modern 
American dolls will have 
great.influence upon Ameri- 
can womanhood, educators 
point out. By giving chil- 
dren dolls that are highly 
artistic, the love of beauty 
is implanted early in the 
formative stage, which has 
great influence upon the 
whole after life of the girl. 
For many centuries the im- 
portance of the exercise of 
the play spirit and its great 
influence upon the lives of 
men and women was little 
understood. Psychologists 
who have made a study of 
the subject tell us that the 
toys of a child are not unim- 
portant in this age of civil- 
ization and that traits of 
character may actually be 
developed by directing the 
outlet of the play spirit.

i Review of Development and Growth 


Reveals Miraculous Strides Made 


by Community in Industrial Limes

RTY YEARS of phenomenal growth and development by the city of Los Angeles can be minutely 
traced, step by step, from the pages of the Midwinter Numbers of the Los Angeles» Times, the 
‘ fortieth edition of which will appear January 1. Throughout these four decades, the Midwinter has kept 
comm eye on the community, foretelling with confidence the country’s future, describing its past 


evements and keeping the world informed of the great advantages of the Southland. 


Each of its forty editions has kept pace with this growth until today it contains the best and most 
up-to-the-minute encyclopedia of information about Los Angeles and environs that is available. Each 


year it travels over the globe broadcasting the wonders and opportunities of its homeland. 


There are few more remarkable civic histories than that of this city during the past forty years. The 
story of how it has grown and prospered is as romantic as it is astonishing. It is only when a review of 
the period is presented in a concise form that it can be appreciated truly. This article is designed to 
afford that comprehensive review which shows the startling extent of the development. 

In the year 1905 the Midwinter Number undertook to look ahead to 1936. It printed an artist’s concepti 
City Hall and stated that this building, in 1936, was located in the Temple Block. As a matter of fact, in 1926, ten 
years earlier than the prophecy was calculated to materialize. Los Angeles is clearing off T 


roundings, to erect thereon a $7,500,000 City Hall, and the 
artist’s drawing of this edifice, as printed in 1905, is strik- 
ingly similar to the City Hall plan now being worked out 
by the architects. 

_. That same 1905 edition predicted that the value of 
the walnut crop in Southern California in 1936 would be 
$10,000,000, and that the dried fruit of California for 
1986 would be worth $40,000,000. As a matter of fact. 
thé: 1925 walnut crop brought $14,000,000, and dried 
frifiits last year are reported to have been worth between 
$50,000,000 and $60,000,000. 

Estimates which have been made in Midwinter Num- 
bers of The Times have been carefully considered before 
publication. The aim has always been to have them con- 
servative, and the publishers have found that practically 
every forecast which has been made by them concerning 
future development of Los Angeles and the Creat South- 
west has fallen short of the tremendous advance actually 
achieved. 

Some idea of the progress that has been made by Los 
Angeles and the Great Southwest since The Times Mid- 
winter Number has been in existence may be gathered 
from the fact that in 1880—+six years before the first Mid- 
winter Number was issued—the population of Tucson, 
Ariz., was 6994, while Los Angeles had 11,311 population, 


, 1 per cent of the population of today. 


It was freely predicted then that the next Federal 
census, in 1890, would show Tucson leading Los Angeles. 
In 1890: the Federal census gave Los Angeles 50,000, Tuc- 
son 5000. In 1886 Los Angeles had a population of some- 
thing like 30,000, it is said. 

Now we will flash on a glimpse of Los Angeles in 
1924. During that year, aside from its general building 
program, this city erected 17,800 new dwellings and 
spartment-houses—enough to house 27,000 families, or 
perhaps 100,000 persons. From 1880 to 1890 the popula- 
tion grew from 11,311 to 50,000, but there were then only 
half enough people to fill up the houses that were built in 
Los Angeles during 1924. 2 

, In those palmy days of 1886 the old horse cars were 


jogging up and down Main street and the cable cars were | 


chugging up over Temple-street hill. The city was illum- 
inated by means of seven tall masts that had been erected 


_at vantage points around the business and residence dis- 


tricts. These masts burned 750,000 candlepower, and the 
1894 Midwinter Number of The Times proudly said: 
“Seen by night, these lights give the city a fairy-like 


 g@ppearance.”’ 


Contrast this with 1925, when 12,250,000 candlepow- 


er of electricity was used nightly in Los Angeles for street 
MMumination alone. 


In 1890 The Times Midwinter Number said that there 
were 1050 telephones in use here, and declared that “Los 
Angeles has more phones than any other three cities in the 
State, excepting San Francisco.” Today there are 281,215 
telephones in Los Angeles. 

In those days the city had two theaters, and was 
mighty proud of them. Today it has 120 theaters. 

Between Los Angeles and the ocean, good lands, suit- 
able for grain and fruit, could be 
had at $75 to $150 per acre. .

“There will be a continuous in- 
flux. of homeseekers and tourists 
here as long as there are wealthy 
péople ‘who are anxious to go 
where they can find the best that 
nature produces.

IN CRIMINOLOGY 


MULTITUDE OF WAYS WHICH 
ALL-SEEING EYE AIDS PO- 
LICE INVESTIGATION ‘ 


So synonymous with “all-seeing” 
has the word “X-Ray” become that 
it has almost lost the true signifi- 
cance of its wonders. Yet where. 
if not for throwing light into the 
dark and devious torturings of the 
modern criminal, is its penetrating 
ray more truly needed? Until re- 
cently Roentgen rays were’ used 
as an aid to the police and the 
courts in the detection of crime 
only in those special cases where 
the value of such an examination 
was quite apparent. The addition 
of an X-Ray department to the 
Forensic Institute of the Universi- 
ty of Berlin, first made it possible 
to carry out these practical and 
most important examinations in @ 
systematic fashion. The piercing 


Tay is used to find the «hidden 
smuggied jewel.

It can 
show the path of bullets though 
the missils may have glanced and 
turned. or even paased clear 
through the body. It can even show 
from a fracture the direction of a 
blow. Even to list the multitudi- 
nous uses to which the excellent 
equipment installed has been put 
would require infinitely more space 
than is here available. ; 

In theft and smuggling, for ex- 
emple, the object of the criminal 
is to prevent the discovery of the 
stolen goods. He seeks to achieve 
this by hiding them in or between 
other articles in which no spaces 
or interstices are suspected. Under 


certain conditions in a case like 


this, an X-Ray examination will lo- 
Cate everything in a very’ short 
time, although one cannot always 
expect complete success. Every 
Roentgen plate is a shadow : pic- 
ture. Just as certain materials, 
such as glass, are transparent to 
light and cast no shadow, there 
are substances which are  pene- 
trated by X-Rays as well as others 

t are not. In general, heavy 
substances are not penetrated by 
Roentgen rays; an the other hand, 
light substances throw practically 
no shadow. From this it follows 
that the use of X-Ray examina- 
tions in this connection is limited 
even though it is not difficult to de- 
tect false bottoms in trunks, etc., 
or to discover unusual] articles in 


An X-Ray is often far superior 
to all other methods in the detec- 
tion of the imitation and falsifi- 
cation of gems. It is of prime im*< 
portance to determine whether or 
not questionable diamonds and 
pearls are genuine. Genuine dia- 
Monds are composed of pure crys- 
tallized carbon, a fairly light chem- 
ical element. They are therefore 
quite transparent to X-Rays and 
it is evident that they will cast but 
a light shadow. mitation dia- 

owever, are made of glass 
with lead salts to increase 
their luster, and are considerably 
heavier. They cast an intense 
shadow when examined by Roent- 
gen rays. ogee 4 the reverse is 
true of pearis. eal pearis are 
solid, compact spheres while imi- 
tations are hollow g£ beads 
which are coated with a special 
lacquer. The hollow sphere has less 
mass to oppose to the Roentgen 
rays, and as one would expect, 
casts a light dhadévya@nd the real 
pearl casts a s w that is de? 
cidedly darker. 

The importance of an X-Ray ex- 
amination is beautifully ilustrated 
by the following case: A corpse 
buried in the ground was found 
by mere chance in the vicinity of 
Berlin. From its condition it was 
deduced that it must have lain un- 
@er the earth for about two years. 
A survey of the police records 
showed that a man who had trou- 
ble with his wife had disappeared 
at that time; but that there had 
been no proof of a crime. The iden- 
tity of the corpse with that man 
was established by bed covers and 
pieces of clothing, and the next 
step was to show that the victim 
had been shot to death. An ordli- 
nary autopsy on the remains, in 
view of the state they were in, was 

ble, so that the coroner 
had pro macerating them in 
the hope of finding any bullets 
that might be present. That meant 
that he would have destroyed the 
whole corpus delicti as far as fur- 
ther examinations were concerned, 
in the hope of proving that the 
man had been murdered by shoot- 
ing. Had he Gone this it woul]d still 
have been impossible to prove that 
the shot had n fatal. Every one 
who bas had experience in such 
cases knows the importance of 
these questions. I made an X-Ray 
examination, and found numerous 
emall shot lodged in the region of 
the neck and chest. This answered 
the first question as to whether he 
hed been shot, but since one of 
the shots was found posterior to 
the arch of a cervical vertebra, and 
this vertebra was not crushed, the 
direction from which the shot had 
been fired was proven at the same 
time by the examination. The cul- 
prit, who proved to be the para- 
mour of the murdered man’s wife, 
was told point blank that he had 
fired the shot from the side and 


‘ behind, and was led to confess by 


this exact évidence. The distribu- 
tion of the charge of shot led to 
the assumption which was abso-

SUNFLOWER AS FODDER 


Thousand Tons of 
‘Plant Fed to Alberta Alone 


The Canadian sunflower crop has 
grown to enormous proportions, 
the plant having been fecund to 
form an excellent silage, says “The 
Chicago Journal.” Sunflower yields 
from twenty to twenty-five tons an 
ecre. a great deal more than the 
average corn crop, and the extent 
to which ft has been cultivated 
in Canada shows how this plant, 
until a few years ago despised as 
‘e Worthless weed, has become a 
“- of great economic value. 

he importance of the sunflower 
was first urged hy Dominicn gov- 
ermment agricultural experts, who 
stressed bg Yalue for eilage pur- 
poses. armers began to plant 
small fields and found the experi- 
ment profitable. 
has lately been go 
rapid that last year Alberta alone 
produced a crop cf nearly 200,000 
tons at a cost which, in view of 
the food value o fthe plant, is de- 
clared to. be the cheapest silage 
or fodder crop yet raised. Farm- 
ere report that livestock take readi- 
ly to it. 


GOLDFISH DIFFICULT 
| TO TRANSPORT 


“Goldfish,” said an official in 
the office of the American Railway 
Express recently, when asked to 
name the commodity most diffi- 
cult to handle in transit; and if not 
the most difficult, then surely one 
of the most difficult, he added. The 
company handles thousands upon 
thousands of them yearly, hospitals, 
it seems, being among the largest 
purchasers of goldfish, where they 
are considered beneficial and rest- 
ful for nervous patients. 

Indiana boasts the biggest gold- 
fish “farm.” 
the Grassyfork Fisheries some 
5,000,000. young are raised each 
year, there being 10,000 mother 
fish. the whole outfit redcuiring the 
constant services of fifteen experi- 
enced persons. 

This goldfish farm owes its cre- 
ation to an advertising campaign 
some twenty years’ ago, when a 
well-known washing powder con- 
cern offered goldfish for coupons 
from its product.. Asked to raige 
them to meet the demand, Eugene 
C. Shireman started the farm. To- 
day there are 600 acres of gently 
rolling hilis, with 180 ponds, ter- 


houses also, by innumerable 
springs, with a continuous supply 
of fresh water. 

In addition to the common gold- 
fish raised in the Grassyfork Fish- 
erles are comets, Japancse nymphs, 
American fantails, Chinese Moors. 
Japanese fantails, Chinese red tel- 
escopes, lion heads, 
calicoes. 

Caretakers are kept particularly 
busy during the spawning season. 

When the pther fish have de- 
posited their spawn on nets es- 


is put into hatch- 
ing tanks and kept there for two 
or three weeks. The baby fish are 
transferred to ponds when they are 
old enough and fed on mush or 
cornmeal, wheat and oats, which 
is cooked in large steam cookers. 
One hundred and twenty ordinary 
washtubs full of this mush are 
needed for the young daily. 


HOW THEY ARE COLLECTED 

The goldfish is able to live for a 
very short period out of water, and 
when the young fish are a few 
months old and are ready for ship- 
ping, they are collected by the 
simple method of draining the 
ponds. This is done slowly, the re- 
ceding water facilitating the taking 
of the fish in nets, after which they 
are hauled in tubs to the sorting 
houses, graded according to size 
and kind and put in small con- 
crete tanks. 
from three to five days to accustom 
them to changed’ conditions en- 
tailed by removal from the pond. 
This i¢ technically called “hard- 
ening.” 

Following is a brief description 
of the comets, nymphs, telescopes, 
Moors, calicoes, etc., mentioned as 
raised on the Indiana goldfish farm. 

The Comet is longer and slimmer 
thun the ordinary goldfish and the 
fins in particular are very much 
longer and more free-flowing. It is 
an exceedingly rapid and gracefu!

FICTILE IVORIES 
IN MUSEUM ROOM 


The Los. Angeles Musetim has 
secured for exhibition during De- 
cember and a part of January a 
collection of fictile tvories, which 
are remarkable for their beauty 
of finish and fidelity to the original 
carvings which are in museums all 
over the world. These ivory re- 
productions are the work of 
Frank Miller of Providence, R. L.. 
a crafteman of the first rank and 
the only man in the United States 
who does this particuiar work in 
so fine a manner. 

Miller has sent for exhibition a 
varied collection, including con- 
sular diptych leaves, paflels from 
old caskets, triptychs, panels of 
the early centuries of the Christian 
era, which deal with scenes from 
the life of Christ, and a set et 
ivory chessmen. This part of a 
set of chessmen is a replica of the 
guite-famous Lewis chessmen 
which ate in the British Museum. 

The artist has in each case col- 
ored the fictile ivory so that it is 
a facsimile reproduction of the 
original. His process is a most 
successful one in reproducing the 
exact patina which one finds ar 
an 
the varied tints give the exhibition 
an interesting variety. The num- 
ber of pieces included in this col- 
lection show the very early re- 
ligious carvings, which are strong- 
ly Byzantine in influence, beside 
the classical Greek and Roman 
ciptychs and the later medieval! 
ehurch studies. 

The exhibition will be the first 
to be installed in the new print 
rooms of the museum, and will be 
on exhibition the first of the week. 
These carvings are suitable in 
size and in subject for Christmas 
gifts and have been very much 
sought after in other places where 
they have been shown. The ex- 
hibition has been brought to the 
Pacific Coast by the Western As- 
sociation of Art Museum Directors.

The texture breathes 
a kind of sentient feeling into the 
scenes, giving tree and land 
a sense of character and making 
the canvases glow with the quali- 
ties of the old masters. The re- 
markable clarity of the work is a 
very marvelous thing and the beap- 
ty of detail is evidence of an im- 
pressive gift.

STEEL-FRAME 
HOMES LOOM 


Western Fabricating Firms to 
‘Invade Mart 


Type is Popular in England; 
Appears in East 


Builder Finds Cost is Lower 
for Wood 


Possibility that the leading steel- 
fabricating concerns of the Wesat- 
ern States may invade the field of 
residential construction was fore- 
cast yesterday with the receipt of 


information in Los Angeles from 
the American Inetitute of Steel 
Construction that plans are being 
considered to further the use of 
structural steel in small apari- 
ments, single-family dwellings and 
bungalow courts. 

“The day of the’ steel-frame 
home in Southern California is not 
far distant,” it was disclosed tn the 
information received from the na- 
tion@l association, ‘Steel homes are 
already highly popular in England 
and are making their appearance 
'n increasing numbers in the eaat- 
ern section of the United States. 
Development of steel-frame house 
building has been hindered in this 
country by the mistaken belief of 
builders that the cast would be ex- 
cessive.

AJAX ESTABLISHES MARK 


Two Los Angeles Men Reach Texas City, 1010 
Miles, in 27 Hours and 8 Minutes 


Rambling over 1010 miles of road—good, bad and indifferent— 
from Los Angeles to E] Paso, Tex., In an elapsed time of 27 hours and 8 
minutes, a few days ago, an Ajax six touring car, piloted by Arthur B. 
Marshall and Rupert L. Larson of the Troy Motor Sales Company, hung 
up an average of 37.26 miles per hour. 
and 64 minutes, or an average of 42.3 miles per hour. 
Pson, Bisbee, Dougias, 


The Sunset Limited, 
Southern Pacific train, makes the 
run from Los Angeles to El Paso 
in 23h. 45m., but the distance by 
rail is only $15 miles, eo the train 
average is less than the Alax mark, 
being only 34.3 miles per hour. 

Although this latest Ajax run 
happens to be record time for the 
road betaween Los Angeles and the 
Texas city via Tucson and Douglas, 
Ariz., it was planned as a 1600- 
mile trip to demonstrate the rugged 
construction of the Ajax eix, the 
most recent achievement of C. W. 
Nash. The fastest automobile time 
made between Los Angeles and 
Tl Paso was made last year by a 
ear which averaged 36.96 miles per 
hour over a 800-mile route. How- 
ever, the Ajax traversed the prin- 
cipal highway. 

The car used was the same Ajax 
touring that carried three passer- 
gers and baggage from Los An- 
geles to Albuquerque, N. M., last 
October, in the record elapsed time 
of 26h. 8m. for the $96 miles. The 
Albuquerque mark of the Ajax was 
2 hours dad 1 minute better than 
the fast scheduled train time. 


FIRST CAR HERE > 

This particular Ajax, car serial 
No. 1762, was the first Ajax re- 
ceived in Southern California and 
immediately went into service as a 
demonstrator for the , Troy firm. 
After making hundreds of short 
and snappy demonstrations with a 
capacity loed it was’used for a 
while as an ordinary demonstrator, 
then pressed into service for the 
Albuquerque run, after which it 
was displayed on the sales floor, 
and finally taken on’ the El Paso 
yaunt.

Histevic Caves Provide 
Thrills for Visitors 


Reads to Wonderland. Are 
Good, Report 


With the creation of Lava 
Beds National Monument in 
Northeastern California by re- 
cent executive order of Presi- 
dent Coolidge, this Golden 
State has another unique at- 
traction to motoring tourists, it 
is- pointed out by the touring 
bureau of the Automobile Club 
of Southern California 


The lava beds in Modoc county, 
now a national monument, form a 
wonderland of fantastic and weird 
sights—underground rivers of icé, 
remarkable caveg, crystal pools of 
cold water, relics and mute evi- 
dences of bloody warfare between 
whites and Indians in 1873, and In- 
dian hieroglyphics on the walis of 
their early cave rendezvous.

Trees for Gardens 
Some very showy flowers are growa on 
trees and occasionally a sky-line is needed. 
But trees are for shade, not always to be 
cast for man’s direct benefit, but sometimes 
as shade for other plants, or to aid in the 
conservation of moisture for other plants. 
_Perhaps a windbreak is needed and the 
matter of protection is the tree's strongest 
endation. Therefore when planting 
trees on the home grounds plant first where 
actually needed; you may not find place gor 
more. In a small garden few or no trees 
should be used; one or two are sufficient. 
The place should be framed or outlined with 
shrubs.

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T is nothing more and 
canny in Nature than the carnivorous 
or flesh-eating plants that live, in part at 
least, on insects, meat, or almost any suc- 
culent organic food that is given them. In 
California we have two distinct and odd 
species of insect-devouring plants. Drosera 
rotundifolia, the sundew, has a very wide 
range from the Atlantic to the Pacific and is 
also native to Europe. There are about 
ninety species of this class of plants 
throughout the world, most abundant in 
Australia. The sundew is not found in the 
southern half of California. 

The leaves are nearly circular in outline 
and covered with fine bristly hairs that ex- 
crete a viscid fluid which aids in holding the 


victims first caught by the! enfolding and 


grasping hairs. When an insect alights or 
falle upon a leaf the hairs bend inward to 
ward the leaf center, while the exuding 
fluid becomes acid and at once begins to 
absorb or digest the flesh for the plant's 
nutrition. Raw meat is immediately strongly 
clasped and retained by the leaves until all 
is absorbed, but when dry wood, chalk, 
lumps of earth, or stone are used, no move- 
ment is visible. ts of raw fruit excite the 
plant but little, showing that animal food 
is much preferred. 

Darlingtonia Californica is a more attrac- 
tive, interesting and beautiful plant and still 
more curious, also of much greater size. The 
rosette of leaves, each one of 
tubular pitcher, often attains a 


size. These pitcher-like leaves in some 
vigorous specimens more t o feet high 
and three inches in diamefer. While the 


tubes are green, the mouth is nearly white, 
and from the latter there hangs a tongue 
of forked form that suggests the tongue of 
a enake and is quite attractive in red and 
green. This tongue and the hood above, 
which is suggestive of we snake's head, bear 
many honey glands and attract insects to- 
ward the yawning mouth from which no vic- 
tims ever return to tell of the fatal journey. 
The mouth proper is smooth and well lighted 
through whitish trapslucent mottlings of the 
hood above. Insects step upon this smooth 
and slippery surface, their heels fly up and 
down the toboggan they go.

Japanese Gardens 
Those who would build Japanese gardens, 
should remember that the fundamental basis 


_ is absurdity. Aim to crowd into fifty or 100 


feet square all the detail you may find in a 
rugged and varied landscape of five or ten 
acres, if plenty of stones are present. For 


vaaianeber. you cannot build a Japanese 


garden without stones. You may do without 
wisterias, bamboos, bridges and pagodas, by 
stones and water must be present. The 
stones should not be of our round California 
boulder type, if avoidable, nor should they 
be of granite, but of some more or less ab- 


~gorbent composition or base so that they 


become moss-covered or time-stained. It is 
not necessary to use numbers of expensive 
dwarf or distorted trees, or even pate 
native to Japan. 


California Poppies 


Watching the development of ‘the native 
California poppy under the plastic hand of 
the hybridizer one cannot but ask himeelf 
at what point, if any, this jugglery witb 
color will stop. A few years ago the color 
range was limited, but now nothing is lack- 
ing but blue and some now have an over- 
lay of color that reminds one of the metallic 
blues of the cinerarias. There are as yet 
none which are snow-white, but the creamy 
whites are very close and have but a slight 
tint like ivory. They have already ranged 
to a purplish cast and crimsons and rich 
bronzy browns are really becoming com- 
mon. The flowers. grown from a good mix- 
ture of seed are really an interesting and 
attractive study. 


Bare Back Yards 


There is no more desolate scene at this 
time of the year than the bare back yard, 
nor any view more restful and satisfying 
than one filled to overflowing with appro- 
priate vegetation.

. How the Zunis Farm Their Ancient Lands 


Indians Visited by Coronado in Sixteenth Century Live Much as They Did 
of Old—Have Methods of Own for Growing Crops— 
Continue to Find Pleasure in Work

GREAT hulla “of __shouting 

the morning air Zani. 

were abroad, in the maze of ee 
and streets, exercising their lungs like ba- 
nana venders. I turned to my old friend 
and host, Zuni Dick, for an explanation. 
Dick listened attentively, and said: “Giob- 
ernor say everyblody work on ditch.” 


It was the last of spring when the farm- 
ing season opens at Zuni and other pueblos, 
all situated at altitudes of five thousand 
feet or over. The nineteen pueblos in New 
Mexico, beginning with Zuni at the Arizona 
line and extending up the Rio Grande and 
its tributaries to Taos in the north-central 

rt of the State, practice irrigation and 

ve always practiced it. Most of them 
are situated right where they were when 
discevered by Coronado and his band in 
the year 1540. Approximately the same ir- 
rigation ditches and the same lands have 
been In use and under cultivation from that 
day to this. 


Zuni occupies a picturesquely varied des- 
ert basin between the Gallup mountains on 
the north and roken country culminating 
in the Mogollo nge to the south, This 
was where the Seven Golden Cities of Cibo- 
la were sought by the Spaniards, who found 
as many mud cities of the Zunis instead. 
Now the Zunis are concentrated, about 
1500 strong, in a single anthill of terraced 
adobe dwellings, with a few outlying farm- 
ing settlements occupied only during the 
summer, When the- King of Spain took ov- 
er the country he made the natives grants 
of their own land, and most of these grants 
were confirmed and patented to the Indians 
by our government in Lincoln's time. But 
by some hook or crook the Hopi Indians of 
Arizona and the Zunis did not receive such 
patents, but were given reservations in- 
stead, The difference is that a reservation 
is a right of tenancy merely, which can be 
terminated by Congress. Thirty odd years 
ago Frank Cushing, who has given Zuni a 
place in, literature through his “Zuni Folk- 
Tales,” made a survey supposedly in accord 
with the original grant by which certain 
lands now pre-empted by whites were shown 
to be inside the boundaries. It happens 
that these are among the best corn lands 
the Zunis had. Several organizations are 
now working on the Zuni land problem. 


The Zuni reservation embraces 215,040 
acres, such as they are. The old systenr of 
Zuni farming was to select pieces here and 
there, some good land along the Zuni River 
susceptible to irrigation, and other land fa- 
vorably located for dry-farming to corn and 
beans, after the method of the Hopis. Now 
they are being “taught” to farm like white 
men in one solid block under irrigation 
from a dam constructed for them about fif- 
teen years ago by the government—a sys- 
tem which does not give much considera- 
tion to the varying composition of the soils. 
A vast amount of the land under the dam 
is sand. So the dam, although it has in- 
creased the irrigable acreage to 8000 acres 
is not the unmixed good that it sounds, es- 
pecially since no desilting arrangement was 
made and the dam is now full of silt! But 
it has been more useful than the dam which 


was built at great cost for the Blackfeet, a 


dam which was pronounced a perfect engi- 
neering success, although it is said to be 
useless because the growing season of the 
land under it is too short to admit of ma- 
turing crops. 

HOW IT WORKED

Less than two hours 
had been put in on municipal work: yet 
there are whites who maintain that the In- 
dians are behind the times! 

The Zunis raise wheat, corn, melons, 
beans, squashes, and™crops suggested by 
their government agent, of which latter al- 
falfa is the most successful and beneficial. 
They have vegetable gardens, a side of the 
work which falls to the women. Whether 
the work is done in field or garden it is ac- 
complished sociably. There are planting 
parties, cultivating parties, and best of all . 
harvest parties. The rarest sight in Zuni 
fields or gardens is to see any one alone. In 
plowing one man holds the plow and anotb- 
er drives the horses. Modern implements 
tend to disrupt Zuni social life. The Zunis 
are not backward about accepting new crops 
and improved methods; but the white man’s 
ways fail whenever they stress work more 
than social life. The Zuni does not live to 
work; he lives to enjoy life and adapts work 
to his enjoyment. He does not divorce 
Pleasure from work;. has the secret of 
making work pleasurable. 

Under native conditions the Zunis prosper 
sufficiently. Their storerooms are usually 
well filled with corn, neatly stacked accord- 
ing to color; beans, dried squashes and 
peaches, wheat, onions and chilis. They go 
in for sheep raising to a considerable extent 
and keep a few hogs to clean up the village. 
Nearly every family keeps chickens and is 
rarely without eggs. But the Zuni gets into 
difficulties when he acquires store tastes and 
trades off too much of his produce. All of 
the Pueblo Indians are poor farm managers. 
So long as they had only to consider pro- 
viding food for themselves and a few ani- 
mals, all was well. But now that large 
herds, store goods and the use of money en- 
ter into their life, they are up against tne 
proposition of competing with the white 
man for a living, and they lack the ebility 
to manage their affairs upon our basis. The 
trading posts and stores are making him 
dependent upon the dollar on the one hand 
(and he invariably gets the small end of 
the deal,) and on the other hand they are 
changing his living and eating habits in a 
way to undermine his health. The saddest 
feature of the situation is that the Indian 
does not have means of counteracting civ- 
ilized ailments as we do; no dentists, ocu- 
lists or specialists of any kind, and only a 
meager general medical service provided by 
the government. 

In comparison to the other pueblos in New 
Mexico, Zuni is isolated. Everywhere it is 

problem of making a livelihood under 
fast altering economic conditions. Former- 
ly, it might be said, economic conditions 
did not exist. The Pueblos raised what they 
needed to eat; the various tribes had 
special crafts in the making of other nec- 
essaries of life, and they traded among 
themselves for clothing, blankets, pottery 
and baskets. Now these art goods go main- 


- ly into commerce with the whites, bring- 


ing less in. money than they formerly 
brought in goods. The arts and crafts are 
being fostered among the pueblos around 
Santa Fe as a hopeful means of lessening 
the livelihood problem. But the Pueblos are 
not by nature tradesmen and merchants; 
they are long accustomed to the 
simple independence of the unhampered 
tiller of the soil, and by strong preference 
they stand apart from settlements of Mcxt- 
cans and Americans, dedicated to the pres — 
ervation of a culture radically different 
from those of their neighbors. 


THE CEREMONIAL DANCE 


While the Pueblo Indians raise and eat 
some of the same crops and foods that man 
uses everywhere, their approach to farm- 
ing is by a religious rather than an econom- 
ic way; they prepare their foods differently, 

except where our influence has pre- 
vailed, they conduct the entire process of 
farming differently. 

The ceremonial dance is more important 
to the Pueblo farmers than scientific bulle- 
tins and farm-center meetings are to us. 
Long long ago the Pueblos worked out and 
mastered their own farming technique. Ilow 
it amuses them when cocky whites come 
around to give them advice! Their concern 
is not with problems of - soil, wg tye 
crop adaptation and so on. What they 
concerned with is enough water for thelr 
crops; and, unlike the civilized farmer, they 
believe that man, at any rate Indian man, 
can do something to influence those factors

ship over all the smooth and mellow corn 


Plants come and go in Southern Califor- 
~ gia; they prove commercial successes or 
failures, wax and wane in importance and 
extent of acreage, but barley goes on forev- 
er. The oldest old inhabitant will tell you 
that on the same rolling hills clad in bar 
ley green, it grew-when he was a boy. The 
paved highways over which we roll in swift 
and silent motor cars, he followed labo 
riously, riding in a jolting, creaking wagon, 
hauling barley to market over ruts or hub 
deep in mud. 

In the old days the soil was rich on top, 
and planting followed shallow plowing by 
the old Stockton gang plow. Sometimes no 
plowing was done, but the ground was 
merely disced before seeding. Nowadays 
the top soil has lost some of its pristine 
fertility and tractors draw plows that go 
deeper, but the harvests are just as bounti- 
ful as ever. 

The market for grain is steady, year in 
and year out. The pasturage is good and 
fatte>s thousands of beef cattle, sheep and 
hogs for market each year. The hay finds 
demand at a price that pays the producer. 
In most properly exulting over our great 
fruit yielis, our truck crops and other 
products, we mustn't forget the old-timer, 
barley. 


The Electric Farm 


O RAPIDLY has electricity become avail- 

able and so universal are its applica- 
tions on the farm that it will not be surprise 
ing if an almost entirely electrified farm 
makes its advent in the near future. Today 
farmers are hatching eggs and warming 
brooders for chicks by electricity, while 
many are using electric lights to keep biddy 
working overtime. The milker is run by 
electricity, water is pumped by it and much 
of the stationary machinery on farms is 
operated by power from the wire. The 
farm wife has ber electric iron and her elec 
tric washing machine. JJectricity has been

abundantly, where 


palm to the humble potato and increase 
their yield. Dreams, indeed, stuff to in- 
trigue the interest of the faddist, but these 
things are no more absurd to contemplate 
than the present uses of electricity would 
have been to the farmers of two genera- 
tions ago. 


It is well not to scoff too much at the fel- _ 


low with the “crazy” idea for utilizing elec- 
tricity, or for doing something radically dif- 
ferent in farming. Unless he be merely one 
of the faking opportunities who are always 
springing up with pretenses to inventive 
genius or scientific perspicacity, he may 
have a tail-hold om a brand new principle 
that will contribute importantly to the revo- 
lutionizing of the farming industry.

smell may be the real old fertiliser smell. 


In the good old days the farmer or or- 
chardist who bought commercial fertilizer 
had no assurance of its worth except what 
the salesman and manufacturer told him. 
What he was told was sometimes so unde- 


-pendable that in 1903 the California Legis 


lature passed what is known as the Com- 
mercial Fertilizer Act, which authorizes 
the division of chemistry of the State Unt 
versity to sample any and all fertilizers at 
its own sweet will and publish the results. 


We have learned something about soll 
conditions and reactions and plant needs, 
although we do not know it all yet. The 
agriculturist has the help of the law and 
the chemist today. When he buys fertilizer 
he may notify the division of chemistry as 
to when and where the shipment will ar- 
rive and an inspector will be on hand to 
take a sample. This will be analyzed and 
a report sent to the purchaser. The divi- 
sion also publishes an ann rt of all 
analyses of fertilizers made during the year, 
and this is available for interested peuple. 
The law requires a guaranty of analysis 
with each lot of commercial fertilizer sold 
and that the material shall come up to the 
guaranty. 

There is no reason why any fertilizer 
buyer should be “stung” in California if he 
protects himself with the law and the in- 
formation which is provided for his use and 
benefit.

Civic organizations, clubs, newspapers 
and many public spirited individuals have. 
laid great stress upon the preservation of 
California's native flowers and plants, 
and their work has accomplished much to- 
ward reducing the wanton destruction of 
flowers along the roadside by persons seem- 
ingly bent on seeing how many they could 
pick. The writer has witnes great flelds 
of wild flowers simply rooted out by pic- 
nickers and passing motorists. The temp- 
tation is as irresistible as it is thoughtiess 
and the result is gradual extermination in 
other than restricted or inaccessible places. 


PRACTICAL CONSERVATION 


With full apreciation of the efforts of 
those who have tried to save the wild plants 
in the great open spaces,” credit ig due the 


commercial seedsmen and nurserymen for 


offering a simple and workable method for 
conserving and perpetuating California's 
native vegetation. They have made.it pos- 
sible to obtain the seeds of over one huh- 
dred varieties of California wild flowers 
suitable for any type, size or location of 
planting. It is not necessary to drive a 
hundred miles to see wild flowers when you 
May have them in your own garden, and 
once the seeds are sown, they perpetuate 
themselves without further thought or ef- 
fort on the grower’s part. The flowers lend 
a charm and interest to a garden that is not 


possible with the conventional annual and. 


perennial flowering plants. 


It is ironical that so many have the im- 
pression that the native piants and flowers 
are hard to grow. They grow friotously 
without any help when let alone. As a mat- 
ter of fact, they may be grown more eas- 
ily than the ordinary cultivated sorts, and 
certainly the results are worth while. 
method of planting the seed is ridiculously 
simple; a normal rainfall will take care of | 
the watering and cultivation is unnecessary | 
in any good soil. There is an obvious dis- 
tinction between shade:‘or partial shade and 
an open sunny situation, and this is the 
most important thing to observe when plant- 
ing the seeds. Information regarding what 
grows best in either kind of location, to 
gether with many interesting and instruct- 
ive points on our native flowers, can be ob- 
tained from seedsmen who have made a 
study of the subject. 

Instead of bewailing the fact that the 
wild flowers are so rapidly becoming a 
thing of the past, we should sow some seed 
in our gardens, on our hillsides and in our 
valleys and have all we want of them. Civ- 
ic organizations, community improvement 
associations and public spirited citizens 
should discuss ways and means for p!ant- 
ing the seed, for that is the best way to 
conserve What is left of the wild flowers. 
Many communities are doing this now ard 
are making a notable success of it. The 
task fs not a difficult one nor is it expens- 
ive when pro rated over the community 
that is to benefit by it. 


GOOD FOR HILLSIDES 


The use of native trees and shrubs should 
be an important consideration in the pilant- 
ingeof home grounds in California. 

They equal and in many instances surpass 
the ordinary varieties in point of foliage and 
flower and their hardiness should recom- 
mend them. They create a distinctivenegs 
and charm that is typically Californian and 
at no loss in effect, ejther in artistry or 
garden technique. In view of the present 
tendency toward hillside planting, they are 


especially desirable in that they will grow 
and thrive on steep slopes, in canyon or ra- 
vine, in sand, shale or adobe with a mint- 
mum of care and no water. 

It is time we began to avoid the same- 
ness that is becoming so noticeable in the 
Planting around homes in Southern Califor- 
nia. This “sameness” sometimes means 
merely that we are not enough interested in 
our homes to bother much about what we 
plant. A scant dozen of the conventional 
and ordinary exotic shrubs seem to com- 
prise our assortment—at least one would 
think so after a casual inspection of a neigh- 
borhood of homes. It must be remembered 
‘hat every tree, shrub and flower is a native 
cf some place, and while we are searching 
the globe for things to plant we should aot 
neglect the wide range of choice we have 
right here at home. 

That the popularity of the native plants 
an@ trees is increasing . is shown by the 
fact that they are now finding their way 
into the surburban and city home plantings 
instead of being confined, as they were for 
years, to large estates. Many new homes 
are being planted entirely to natives, and 
in the case of established gardéns, repia“e- 
ments with them is becoming more and 
more common. Why go to the foothills for 
holly at Christmas time when you can have 
it in your own yard?

In addition it 
was expected there would be harvested in 
that part of Imperial Valley which lies in 
Lower California, Mexico, about 75,000 bales 
from 150,000 acres. 

The December 1 estimate of cotton pro 
duttion for the entire United-States shows 
45,945,000 acres harvested, with an average 
yield per acre of 162.3 pounds, equivalent 
to 15,603,000 bales (500-pound gross weight.) 
In 1924 41,360,000 acres were harves 
while the average for the five-year period, 
1920 to 1924 inclusive, shows 35,581,000 
acres. Last year the production was 13,- 
627,936 bales; two years ago, 10,139,671; 
three years ago, 9,762,069; four years ago, 
7,953,641, and five years ago 13,439,603

On December 1 the United States Bureau 
of the Census reports show that 13,857,686 
running bales had been ginned in the en-

Mr. McCall declares that hé was not 
“hampered by either scientific knowledge or 
experience” when he started, but he be 
lieves that he has “exploded” several be- 
liefs about grapefruit which have been a 
part of common opinion in Imperial Valley. 
To begin with, he planted trees in May, in 
June, in August and in October, and he says 
all of them appear to be growing well, in 
spite of warnings he had had not to plant 
trees in summer.

There are times when John D. Rockefel- 
ler exhibits a bit of unlabeled humor that 
causes one to wonder whether it be con- 
scious or unconscious. Several winters ago 
he was staying at an Atlanta hotel where 
Miss Martha Berry, whose work for 
the poor in the South is well known, 
was also a guest. Miss Berry, in 
consequence of her culture and her 
philanthropic work, ived much atten- 
tion from other guests, and Rockfeller, no- 
ticing that she seemed to be some one out 
of the ordinary, inquired who she was. 

Miss Berry was overjoyed, for she had 
long hoped to be able to get financial aid for 
her work from a man like Rockefeller, but 
had not felt like approaching him. To have 
the first advances come from him simplified 
matters. Rockfeller proposed an automo- 
bile excursion, according ta the story, that 
he might have a chance to talk with Miss 
Berry at length concerning her work. She 
told him what she was doing for the poor in 
certain sections of the South and he asked 
many questions. When she had told him all 
there was to tell he asked for even more 
information, so great, apparently, was his 
interest. 

Miss Berry judged there could be little 
question about what Mr. Rockefeller intend- 
ed to do and that she would no longer be 
hathpered in her work by lack of funds. 
They got back to the hotel and stepped from 
the car. Mr. Rockefeller held out his hand 
to Miss Berry with much cordiality. 

“You're doing great work,” he said, “but 
whatever you do don’t make the mistake 
of getting any funds from Mr. Carnegie or 
myself. For if you did that every other 
contributor would immediately lose inter- 
est.”

Care of the Baby—“ Blue” Babies 

ANY of you have seen babies who from 

birth seem to have a pale bluish com- 
plexion and who seldom become as sturdy 
as do other babies. They are not neces- 
-Barily the products of faulty diet nor of 
poor care. Rather they are the product of 
“poor birth.” 

“The “bluish” discoloration is due to an 
abnormality of prenatal development. To 
understand this you must first know the 
normal from the abnormal. 

The humam heart, after birth, consists of 
four chambers, two receiving are known 
as auricles, and two discharging known as 
ventricles. The fetal heart, however, be 
fore birth consists of but three chambers— 
one auricle and two ventricles. 

Immediately after birth the auricle of the 
heart should divide in two by the formation 
ofa membrane through its center, thus 


creating two auricles. In some children — 


this membrane fails to form. The result is 
that the venous or blue blood is mixed with 
the arterial or red blood. Consequently, 
the entire blood of the body assumes a 
darker hue than normal. The result is a 
“blue” baby. 

Now, the question that arises is, “What 
causes this failure of development?” 

Many eiements have been held respon- 
sible. Premature delivery before the full 
nine months of gestation, perhaps, leads all 
other causes. A child born prematurely is 
usually more handicapped than one per 
mitted his normal prenatal development. 

Not only is premature birth a responsible 
factor but also forced premature delivery, 
even though the pregnancy has gone to the 
full term. | | |

diet from a pamphlet “School of Diets,” 
written by Dr. Benedict Lust: 

If I speak of “reasonable” raw food, I 
wish to say that you shall not be fanatical 
about it, but that you can by a nice reason- 
ing eat also sometimes cooked food whose 
smell entices just so charming:y your nose, 
Especially in the transition period there ap- 
pears a natural and lively desire for such 
a change. There is altogether a fragrant 
soup or a hot drink not at all contemptible 
at times. You must make the raw food a 
foundation, a center from which you can 
make excursions to all sides from time to 
time. 

Of great importance is that you always 
eat what just the season offers and that 
you change your fare accordingly. You 
shall be thoughtful yourselves and not sim- 
ply eat always the whole bil] of fare piece 
meal from top to bottom. 3 

Observe yourselves also all] the time and 
ascertain how the meals affect you. You 
must not for example eat nuts every day, 
even if you have ground them. If you feel 
some fatigue or do strong brain-work, you 
will feel tired after the dinner. This must 
not happen, for it proves that your diges 
tion absorbs too much strength of the 
nerves. In this case nuts are better re 
placed by a finely prepared pure nut prepa- 
ration. Even those by themselves so valu 
able kinds of fruits and salads would then 
be better replaced by unsugared pure juices 
(unfermented wines.) 

(1.) -If you eat nut butter, spread in thin 
slices on oat-biscuits, so to say, by the 
spoonful, you will feel at offte refreshed 
and strengthened, which is of high value 
especially to men engaged in u.ech thinking 
and studying, since their whole strength of 
nerves is active in the “upper garret” and 
not much of it remains for the lower re- 
gions. 

Such a meal can be called a restful meal; 
other restful meals are the following: 

Only one dish full of mashed potatoes, 
stirred with milk. 

Only rice bolled with apples, plenty rat- 
sins and aniseed grains. (Add oat-biscuits 
until you have enough.) 

Only .oatmeal soup, boiled with soup- 
green and vegetable stock. 

These meals can altogether be much 
recommended at times to every raw food 
eater for a change. — 

The two following are already somewhat 
stronger, but also quite excellent: (Now I 
hope not that you will. make it as a dear 
friend of mine once did, who consumed the 
four restful meals at

These 
are manifested not only in irritability and 
restlessness, but also in digestive disturb- 
ances, vomiting and sometimes convulsions. 
The old-fashioned habit of giving the baby 
a large ivory ring to play with and bite on 
is a sensible. thing, for the gum tissue 
through which the tooth must literally bite 
ite way is tough fibrous tissue offering 
great resistance.

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pledged to the work of preventing or elimt- 
nating war. Why have they not written and 
lectured and spoken against it and ‘been 
among the foremost to advocate peace? No 
one knows better than they the indescrib- 
able suffering, both physical and mental, en- 
dured by wounded soldiers. They note the 
anguish and despair of the crippled and 
blinded, the crazed brains of those who lost 
their poise through the horrors of battle, 
and they know what a vast number of the 
nation’s strongest and best have been sac 
rificed and all to no purpose! 

One of the outstanding books against 
war of the early part of the century is 
“The Blood of the Nation,” yet this was 
written by the President of a great college, 


not by a physician in the practice of med! & 
cine. Have members of the medical profes 


sion given the world a large amount of 
notable literature of that character? What 
does it all mean but that physicians are 
not awake and alive to their responsibill- 
ties? Considering the subject merely from 
a humanitarian viewpoint it would seem 


that culpable negligence is the mildest ver- # 


dict merited by them; and in addition the 
scientific aspect demands study with an im 
sistence that refuses to be put aside. 
The training for the medical profession 
should give its students a broad and liberal 
comprehension of hyman life in its relations 
to immediate environment, society and race 
welfare. Does it? And to inatruct the 
“people as to their responsibilities toward 
themselves, to lead and guide them toward 
improved living in every possible way, to 
strive for the prevention of sickness and 
suffering ought to rank as primary concerns 
with every member of the profession. In 
short, the function of a doctor should 
be to teach the avoidance of suffering and 
the prolongation of life. Yet are not doc 
tors as a class found to be as strongly af- 
fected by the traditions of former genera- 
tions, as firmly “chained to the dead hands 
of the past,” as the less educated populace 
‘when opinions on war are stated? 
Let it be clearly understood that this cen- 
sure ig directed against the attitude of the 
medical fraternity toward war and that 
alone. It must not be thought that I do not 
recognize and give due credit and praise 
to the noble endeavors of those men wh® 
have, immortalized themselves by their 
benefits to mankind in conquering yellow 
fever, typhus, cholera, the plague and other 
scourges. There are few things worthy to 
be classed upon the same plane with that 
heroic work. But does not the contempla- 
tion of that make it seem all the more 
strange and contradictory that the medical 
profession as a whole should lend itself 
without unqualified protest to the aid of the 
fiendish inheritance from savagery which 
has been of such incalculable injury to 
mankind? Again I insist that the protest 
of this profession should long ago have been 
raised in a united and tremendous outery 
against the infernal custom whose most 
widespread personal rewards are the tortur- 
ing and mutilating of bodies and the de- 
grading of minds. 
Another phase of the health question con- 
nected with war which it is the business of 
doctors to impress upon the people (rather 
than of the people to hold before the doc 
tors,) and to stress constantly and em- 
phatically, is the many and often irremedi- 
able after-effects of war upon the mental 
condition of soldiers, not only enlisted men 
but officers as well.. Over and again it hap 
pens that a man in the service does not lose 
his mind during war-time, or outright, but 
the scenes of indescribable horrors which 
he has been through are so imprinted upon 
his memory and his subconscious mind that 
slowly and stealthily his nerve is under- 
mined and he becomes unreliable in ways 
that evidence themselves along many and 
various lines—ranging from all sorts of 
nervous conditions to even incurable in- 
sanity and through innumerable varieties 
criminality, 
Two or three years after the late war the 
daily papers gave news items regarding the 
physical examinations by Army doctors of 
Regular Army officers engaged in the war.

Moething goes to 


The rural population of the interior 
Japen, from which the Japanese army 
largely recruited, depends salmost 

upon a vegetarian diet. So-called 

vegetarianism” is unknown in Japan. Cows 
are scafce and milk and other dairy prod- 
ucts are expensive, Such as are availabid 
are consumed by those living in the larger 
cities on the coast.. Yet the peasants in the 


‘pural districts of Japan, subsisting largely 


on vegetable foods, are really healthier and 
stronger than the city people who include a 
larger amount of protein in their diet. 

Lately the use of American canned beef 
has been introduced into the Japanese army 
and fostered by physicians who still uphold 
the theories of Leibig and Voit of the 
necessity of four or five ounces of protein 
per day to keep up strength and endurance. 
Diseases in the Japanese army and navy 
have arisen from the use of peeled rice and 
an insufficient supply of fresh vegetables. 
Wherever these mistakes have been recti- 
fied the condition of the men has quickly 
improved, 
“Phe soy bean, ‘peanut an@ other jegumes’ 
which areused in various forms~by the 
orientals insuré-more than sufficient ‘pro- 
tein for all physiological needs. Beri-beri, 
@ yervous disease, which Was-.once very 
prevalent among the sailors of the Japan- 
ese navy, has been ascribed to the lack of 
protein in their diet. More careful inves- 
tigations revealed the fact that the under- 
lying cause of the disease was a deficiency 
of vitamins A and B and the lack of calct- 
um, magnesium and fron in their diet. Up 
to 1890 the principal diet of the sailors 
was polished. rice and fish, combined with 
very few vegetables. Since then the use 
of the natural brown rice and a more lib 
eral supply of green leaf vegetables has 
greatly reduced the number of cases of 
beri-beri in the Japanege navy. 

While we find many instances of extraor- 
dinary strength and endurance among 
the orientals, their diet in genefal is by no 
means an ideal one,. It contains too large 
a proportion of cereals and not enough of 


fresh foods and vegetables. Im America, 


Western Europe and Australia the con- 
sumption of animal protein and refined 
foods is excessive, with the result that 
kidney diseases are prevalent. All progres- 
sive physicians are beginning to recognize 
dietary deficiencies as the underlying cause 
of the majority of functional diseases. 
Some very interesting and instructive in- 
vestigations have been made by Dr. Robert 
McCarrison, for years active in the Indian 
Medical Service. According to Dr. Mc Carrt- 
son, the staple food of the masses in India 
consists largely of cereals and legumes, 
which are deficient in calcium, sodium, 
iron and chlorine and vitamin A. Fruits 
and vegetables are not eaten in sufficient 
quantities to compensate for the defects of 
the cereals and legumes. . The least satis- 
factory of all diets in common use in In- 
dia, used by the millions of people south of 


the slopes of the Himalaya Mountaiis, is 


that consisting of riee and legumes, in- 
cluding but very few green leaf vegetables. 
They are usually prepared with a large 
amount of pungent condiments, such as cur- 
ry. While there may be a sufficiency of 


ig Protein, it is frequently of poor quality 


lacking certain essential acids. The ex- 
cess of starch is overtaxing the liver, 
while the deficiency of alkaline elentents 


leads to acidosis. It is precisely those who «4 


live on this badly balanced-and deficient 
diet that have the lowest grade of physical 
efficiency and health, 
A number of tribes which inhabit the
